Supervisor  Renne,  Chair  of  the  Finance  Committee,  read  a  prepared 
statement  summarizing  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  for  the 
1983-84  City  and  County  budget,  a  copy  of  which  is  contained  in  File 
100-83. 

Supervisor  Kopp,  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presented  for 
the  record  his  statement  on  the  budget  and  requested  that  it  be 
included  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings.   It  follows. 

Statement  of  Supervisor  Quentin  L.  Kopp,  Member,  Finance 

Committee,  In  Voting  against  the  Proposed  1983-84 

Budget  and  Companion  Legislation 

"Initially  let  me  state  that  the  Mayor's  recommended  budget  of 
$1,481,000,000  was  understated.   The  actual  amount  was 
$1,501,000,000.   With  respect  to  this  budget,  in  her  memorandum  of 
June  20,  1983  to  all  members,  the  Chairwoman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
stated  that  the  Mayor's  recommended  budget  had  used  up  nearly  all  of 
the  $152,000,000  City  surplus  with  only  a  $2,000,000  balance  left. 
The  Finance  Committee  hearing  room  had  a  blackboard  display  which 
illustrated  the  diminishing  surplus.   In  the  light  of  the  diminishing 
surplus,  the  Chairwoman  of  the  Finance  Committee  stated:   'It  is 
against  this  background  that  I  raise  the  question  of  whether  we  can 
afford  to  accept  significant  new  budgetary  increases. ' 
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"But,  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  the  approval  of 
approximately  175  new  positions  at  an  estimated  cost,  including 
fringe  benefits,  of  $5,000,000  annually.   In  addition,  as  a  letter 
dated  June  23,  1983  from  Commissioner  Uarrell  Salomon  to  the  Finance 
Committee  shows,  the  ordinance  which  was  adopted  by  this  Board  and 
the  Mayor  to  guarantee  employment  for  two  years  to  approximately 
5,000  temporary  city  employees,  may  exceed  $10,000,000  in  cost,  not 
the  $2,000,000  "opening  ante"  represented  at  the  time  of  adoption. 
The  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  these  positions  after 
acknowleding  that  the  City's  surplus,  much  of  which  was  one-time 
surplus,  seems  to  have  dwindled.   Is  this  fiscal  responsibility?   It 
is  not. 

"The  Budget  Analyst  made  recommendations  to  decrease  the  budget 
by  over  $26,000,000  including  the  denial  of  the  full  time  equivalent 
of  approximately  485  positions.   This  compares  to  the  $17,500,000  of 
reductions  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee.   Department  heads 
were  asked  whether  they  agreed  with  the  Budget  Analyst's 
recommendations.   That's  like  asking  the  fox  to  watch  the  chicken 
coop.   Of  course  the  department  heads  who  put  together  their  budget 
requests  disagreed  with  the  Budget  Analyst's  recommendations. 

"Let  me  mention  just  three  examples  of  why  I  can't  support  this 
budget. 

1.  The  companion  resolution  establishing  appropriations  limits 
for  1982-83  under  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California 
Constitution  is  also  unjustified.   It  included  contrived 
accounts  established  to  circumvent  the  provisions  of  the 
State  Constitution,  including  a  newly  contrived  '1984-85 
Contingency  Reserve  Fund  of  $35,000,000  to  be  used,  if 
necessary,  to  assist  in  balancing  the  1984-85  budget.' 

2.  A  new  position  of  Traffic  Referee  in  the  Municipal  Court 
was  recommended  for  approval  by  the  Finance  Committee 
despite  the  clear  evidence  that  the  existing  workload  for 
this  new  position  was  not  justified.   While  the  Finance 
Committee  did  reserve  50%  of  the  salary  after  my  motion  to 
delete  was  not  seconded,  this  reservation  is  ridiculous  and 
futile  on  its  face.   Upon  hiring  a  new  Traffic  Referee, 
will  the  Finance  Committee  fire  the  person  after  six 
months?  The  answer  is  of  course  no.   The  reserve  will 
undoubtedly  be  released. 

3.  With  respect  to  the  31  new  positions  for  Civil  Service 
Commission  budget,  there  was  no  specific  workload 
documentation  for  many  of  these  positions.   Once  again,  the 
Finance  Committee  reserved  these  positions  pending  a  report 
from  the  Mayor's  Fiscal  Policy  Committee.   I  can  almost 
guarantee  you  that  these  positions  will  be  approved. 

"For  your  information  I  include  as  Exhibit  A  a  table  detailing 
the  Budget  Analyst's  recommendations  in  comparison  to  the  Finance 
Committee  recommendations.   While  I  do  not  concur  with  all  of  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  Budget  Analyst,  I  submit  that  a  signifi- 
cant portion  of  the  $8,700,000  not  reduced  by  the  Finance  Committee 
should  have  been  removed  from  this  budget. 
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"I  acknowledge  that,  because  of  other  committee  and  personal 
commitments,  I  was  unable  to  attend  some  of  the  budget  sessions  held 
by  the  Finance  Committee.   I  can  assure  you,  however,  that  for  those 
sessions  that  I  missed,  I  was  thoroughly  briefed  by  staff.   There- 
fore, my  dissenting  comments  on  the  1983-84  budget  which  has  been 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  are  based  on  a  full  and 
comprehensive  review  of  the  actions  taken  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Mayor's  proposed  budget. 

"As  a  postscript  to  the  Finance  Committee's  recently  concluded 
budget  review  process,  the  Chairwoman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  at 
the  July  7,  1983  Rules  and  Legislation  Committee  meeting,  quietly 
requested  that  her  proposed  Charter  amendment  relating  to  budget  and 
fiscal  administration  be  continued.   Let  me  tell  you  what  the  Chair- 
woman has  proposed,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the  acknowledged 
problems  of  the  City's  diminishing  surplus.   Under  her  proposal,  all 
requests  for  the  reappropr iation  of  surplus  funds  within  a  department 
would  be  approved  only  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
Committee  which  has  the  responsibility  to  review  the  budget.   No 
supplemental  appropriation  ordinance  for  such  fund  transfers  would  be 
presented  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors.   In  other  words,  the 
remaining  eight  other  members  of  this  Board  would  be  completely 
excluded  from  the  process  which  directly  affects  the  year-end  surplus 
available  to  pay  for  the  following  year's  budget.   This  is  not  the 
way  to  run  the  City  business. 

"The  Chairwoman  of  the  Finance  Committee  stated  during  one  of 
the  budget  sessions  that  this  budget,  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  is 
inflated.   It  is  still  inflated."

Administrative  Officer  regarding  the  large  hole  adjoining  the  curb 
and  street  in  front  of  14S7  Haight  Street,  noting  that  it  is  posing 
a  dangerous  hazard  to  pedestrians  and  motor  vehicles. 

By  Supervisor  Kennedy,  that  a  letter  of  inquiry  be  sent  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  to  determine 
why  the  department  proposes  to  "cul  de  sac"  parts  or  sections  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  thus  creating  isolated  areas,  in  light  of  recent 
rape  incidents  in  the  park. 

By  Supervisor  Hongisto.  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  inquiring  as  to  the 
department's  willingness  to  work  with  Noe  Valley  neighborhood 
skateboard  enthusiasts  and  the  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  to  create  a 
skateboard  area  and  ramp  in  Douglass  Playground  at  27th  and  Douglass 
Streets . 
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By  Supervisor  Kennedy,  that  the  City  Attorney  be  requested  to 
prepare  an  amendment  to  the  Fire  Code  to  provide  greater  safety  for 
elderly  and  handicapped  persons  in  residential  buildings, 
particularly  with  respect  to  emergency  egress.
